PRESENTED IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST TO CLEAR UP THE CONFUSION ABOUT 


THE STRIKE AQUEDUCT 


Teamster Local 917 is striking 
against the owners and trainers 
of Thoroughbred horses racing in 
New York State. 

However, through the creation 
of picket lines by Local 917 at 
Aqueduct, Belmont and Saratoga, 
The New York Racing Association 
which owns and operates these 
tracks is being victimized. Pickets 
have sought by violence to prevent 
the shipment of horses between 
our tracks. Our equipment has 
been sabotaged and arson has been 
attempted by persons unknown. 

It seems to be the clear inten- 
tion of Local 917 to create the 
public impression that it is con- 
ducting a strike against The New 
York Racing Association. 


NYRA Employees Not On Strike 


All 1,200 of our own employees, 
including those represented by 
AFL-CIO, have worked without 
interruption during Local 917’s 
strike against the owners and 
trainers. Some of our sub-contrac- 
tors’ employees have honored the 
picket lines. 

To the extent Local 917 is 
successful in curtailing Thorough- 
bred racing it will seriously affect 
the revenue of the State of New 
York. In its 220 day meeting in 
1960, Thoroughbred racing pro- 
duced a total revenue to the State 
of New York in taxes of $57,000,- 
000. The New York Racing As- 
sociation was one of the five top 
taxpayers in the State of New 
York. These millions of dollars 
go into the general tax fund which 
is used by the State for educational 
purposes, bettér roads and high- 
ways, hospital facilities, recrea- 
tional programs and in general for 
the welfare of the people of New 
York. 


Facts And Figures 


The New York Racing Associa- 
tion has no authority to tell the 
owners and trainers what to do. 
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They are completely independent 
employers who race both inside 
and outside New York State. There 
are approximately 200 stables 
operated by these independent em- 
ployers. Under the law the union 
may seek elections in each indivi- 
dual stable to determine its right 
to bargain for the employees in 
that stable. Local 917 had asked 
the New York State Labor Rela- 
tions Board for such elections and 
these elections were still under 
way when the strike was called. 
The New York State Labor Rela- 
tions Board has advised that on 
the ballot count in elections held 
to date Local 917 has received a 
majority in 20 elections and less 
than a majority in 18. So far 
Local 917 has been certified as 
bargaining agents for the em- 
ployees of only 10 trainers and 
owners. Further elections have 
not been held because of delaying 
tactics by Local 917. 

Proper election procedures of 
the appropriate labor relations 
board should be used to enable the 
workers to determine the bargain- 
ing agent of their choice. This is 
just a simple way of doing busi- 
ness decently. As soon as the union 
is certified as representing the 
employees of a stable, bargaining 
can begin. 

This strike by Local 917 is a 
strike to force all owners and 
trainers to deal with Local 917 of 
the Teamsters’ regardless of 
whether or not their employees 
want to be represented by Local 
917. 


Thoroughbred Racing will 
Continue 


The New York Racing Associa- 
tion has conducted racing on sche- 
dule from July 21st. the first full 
racing day that picketing began, to 
date. Since it is in no way a party 
to the labor dispute between the 
owners and trainers and Local 917 
it has resolved to take every 


reasonable step to continue operat- 
ing Thoroughbred racing for the 
remainder of the season which 
closes on November 30, 1961. To 
assure this the Association will re- 
sume racing in Metropolitan New 
York on August 28th. 

Thoroughbred racing in_ the 
State of New York is conducted 
under a twenty-five year franchise 
by The New York Racing Associa- 
tion. The Association is a non- 
dividend paying private corpora- 
tion in which the chairman and 
the board of trustees receive 
neither profits, salaries, fees, or 
other emoluments. It conducts 
some of the finest racing in the 
country at the three New York 
State Tracks—Aqueduct, Belmont 
and Saratoga. 


Our Obligation 


Under its franchise with the 
State of New York, The New York 
Racing Association is obligated to 
conduct Thoroughbred racing for a 
number of racing days in each 
calendar year assigned to it by the 
New York State Racing Commis- 
sion-an unpaid, bi-partisan, three- 
man authority appointed by the 
Governor of New York State, 

In fulfilling this obligation to the 
State and in serving the interest 
of the general public, The New 
York Racing Association employs 
1,200 persons directly, a substan- 
tial majority of whom are mem- 
bers of and are represented by 
properly constituted unions under 
contracts arrived at after secret 
elections supervised by the New 
York State Labor Relations Board. 

The New York Racing Associa- 
tion is confident that the people 
of the State of New York and their 
elected public officials are eager 
io preserve and protect for them- 
selves and their families the whole- 
some benefits which are made pos- 
sible by the nearly $60,000,000 of 
tax revenue given to the State by 
Thoroughbred racing each year.

Owners of Ridan Score Again, With Rudoma 


Miss Summer Tan Destroyed after Injury in Lassie Stakes ; 
New York Racing to Withdraw from Aqueduct to Belmont 
Park for Next Round of Battle with Union's Local 917 


Cuicaco. The threesome that owns 
Ridan sent out another Nantallah 2-year- 
old. the filly Rudoma, to win the Arling- 
ton Lassie Stakes on August 16. Like 
Ridan. Rudoma sports the black and 
white silks of Mrs. Moody Jolley, is train- 
ed by her 2l-year-old son LeRoy. and is 
owned in partnership with John L. Greer. 
of Knoxville. Tenn., and Ernest Woods. 
of Birmingham, Ala. 


The surprising thing was that Rudoma 
went into the Lassie carrying Mrs. Jolley’s 
colors. Seven times in her 13 previous 
starts Rudoma had run in claiming races. 
carrying price tags ranging from $7,500 
to $12.500. Running for the latter figure. 
Rudoma won handily at Arlington Park 
on July 13. A week later she scored the 
fifth victory of her career in an allowance 
test. Eight days before the Lassie she 
was narrowly defeated by Rex C. Ells- 
worth’s Don’t Linger in another allow- 
ance race. 


Twice Rudoma was entered for $7.500 
at Washington Park. winning both races. 
and next time out she carried a $10.000 
tag. Fortunately for her owners. a new 
rule in Illinois provides that 2-year-olds 
may be claimed only by stables with 
starters in the same race. 


“We'll give her a freshening up now.” 
LeRoy Jolley said after the Lassie. “She 
certainly has deserved a rest. She mad# 
her first start at Hialeah last January. 
and she always gives her best. We'll send 
her on to Kentucky with Ridan after this 
meeting closes, and then Dad and I will 
ship them to Garden State next month. 
She’s not in the Gardenia. but we'll 
supplement her if she shows she’s ready.” 


Rudoma was bred by E. B. Benjamin. 
who raced her dam, Vestment. and also 
Nantallah, under the colors of the Star- 
mount Stable. Vestment. as a 2-year-old 
in 1954, sped 6 furlongs down the Widener 
Chute at Belmont Park in 1:07445. There 
was a stiff wind at her back. The time is 
listed as a world record for a straight 
course. Last summer at the Keeneland 
sales, Moody purchased Rudoma for

$7.500 for the partnership that includes 
his wife. They paid $11.000 for Ridan. 


Miss Summer Time Destroyed 


Russell A. Firestone Jr..s Miss Summer 
Time was the favorite in the Lassie. over 
John E. Hughes’ Illinois-bred Island Belle. 
Rudoma was third choice at 4 to 1. 

Miss Summer Time finished tenth. and 
she was decidedly lame. She was taken 
off the track in a wagon. It was discover- 
ed that she had fractured both prongs of 
the sesamoid in the left fore leg. and the 


next day she was destroyed. The daugh- 
ter of Summer Tan—Trefoil. by Grand 
Admiral was insured for $125,000. <A 
$14.200 purchase at the Keeneland sum- 
mer sales. Miss Summer Time had won 
4 of 7 starts. including a division of the 
Princess Pat Stakes. 

Island Belle (Hueso—Batavia Belle. by 
Spy Song). which had romped in her only 
2 starts. both stakes for Illinois-breds. 
quickly established a lead and was 2 
lengths in front at the stretch bend. Miss 
Summer Time hugged the rail in second 
place. while Rudoma. with Bill Hartack 


Lincoln Way took command in the final furlong of the Abraham Lincoln Stakes, 
winning by 3 lengths. Sunny Blue Farm bought the colt as a yearling for $9,200. 
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up. was a rather distant eighth in the 
field of 14. As Island Belle began to 
falter at the top of the stretch, Rudoma 
moved with a rush on the stretch turn. 
J. A. Privette’s consistent Cherry Laurel, 
ridden by Bill Shoemaker, closed strongly 
between horses. These 2 were a_ head 
apart at the furlong-pole, then Rudoma 
pulled clear to win by 114 lengths. Cherry 
Laurel finished second, 2 lengths in front 
of Sunny Blue Farm’s 68-to-1 Song of 
Glory. Another 2 lengths farther away 
was Alberta Ranches’ half-sister to Four- 
and-Twenty. Six Hills (Hiil Prince—*Six- 
pence II), which had been last after the 
first quarter of a mile. 

“IT was pinned in along the rail down 
most of the stretch.” jockey John Longden 
said later, “and I really think I could 
have won it all if I'd had some room 
earlier.” Trainer Vance Longden said 
Six Hills would be given a short rest and 
then sent to New Jersey for the Gardenia. 


*Tudorich Defects Oink 


Another star of the week at Arlington 
Park was the 4-year-old  *Tudorich. 
Racing for Jim Norris’ Spring Hill Farms. 
*Tudorich overtook *Noholme II with a 
rush in the early stretch, then pulled 
away rapidly to win the $50.000-added 
Arlington Handicap over the turf course 
by 4 lengths. 

Jacnot Stable’s Oink, giving 11 pounds 
to the winner, came the long way around 
the stretch bend to finish sceond. “We 
had bad racing luck,” John Sellers said 
after the race. “We were penned in on 
the rail most of the way.” Kerr Stable’s 
Prince Blessed got third place in the field 
of 14. 

A week earlier, at odds of 28 to 1. 
*Tudorich had won a $10,000 preliminary 
race, running 1,;'; miles over the grass in 
1:42. The grass was soggy for the handi- 
cap, a furlong longer, and *Tudorich was 
clocked in 1:57%5. This was the first 
North American stakes won by *Tudor- 
ich. which went off at odds of 13 to 1, 

“Jim (Norris) bought him in England.” 
trainer Paul Kelley said. “Got him from 
Gordon Richards. Sir Gordon didn’t own 
him; he was training him for his breeder. 
T. H. Hawley... . Jim also got 2 other 
horses, *Lavandier and *Christmas Night. 
I lost *Christmas Night for $5.000 the 
first time I ran him at Hialeah. and some- 
body claimed *Lavandier for $3.000 here 
the other day. 

“T got *Tudorich at Washington Park 
a year ago last spring. He’s a tough little 
horse, and he seems healthy enough now. 
but he’s had ankle trouble, and at Hialeah 
last winter he busted a small bone in his 
left hind leg. A real nice horse, though. 
I always thought he’d like a distance of 
ground, but he’s got so much speed it’s 
been hard to hold him. Looks like he’s 
settled down now, and he rated perfectly 
the last 2 races.”

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Squaring Off

New York. When the Saratoga racing 
season ends August 26, the sport will 
shift to beautiful Belmont Park. which 
may have one of the most exciting meet- 
ings in its history. An accelerated stakes 
schedule is expected to draw the cream 
of the nation’s Thoroughbreds. A heated 
battle with the Teamsters Union may 
reach a boiling point during the 54 days 
of racing. 

Transfer of the scheduled Aqueduct 
meeting to Belmont was approved to 
avoid risks to men and horses in the daily 
transfer of horses from Belmont through 
the picket lines of the Teamsters’ Local 
917 at Aqueduct. 


Much of the violence involved in the 
strike which broke in July was directed 
against drivers and vans conveying horses 
from Belmont Park to Aqueduct. In an 
effort to avoid recurrence of such attacks. 
the horses to race at Belmont Park will 
be stabled on the grounds. and movement 
of horses in and out of Aqueduct will be 
held to a minimum. 

Another factor in the switch: repre- 
sentatives of the Central Trades Union 
from Nassau County are not as sympa- 
thetic as those from Queens County. It 
was reported last week that the trades 
will not walk out in sympathy, as they 
had done at Aqueduct. This is a blow to 
the Teamsters but John Burke. president 
of Local 917, has not thrown in the towel. 
Burke claims to have a few aces up his 
sleeve. He understood that the State and 
the New York Racing Association will 
lose about 5 million dollars. 

“This loss could stop.” Burke said, “if 
they would settle for a $20 increase to 
all the men, which would amount to only 
$35.000 a week. If they will listen. I think 
they got a deal.” 

Burke says he has been trying to sit 
down with the 10 stables that have been 
certified, “but they all got excuses. 
They were told not to bargain. It seems 
they have been guided by the New York 
Racing Association, which in my opinion 
has its fingers inthe pie in every con- 
ceivable way.” 

Burke says the NYRA spent about $50.- 
000 for publication of ads in various 
newspapers explaining their position in 
the struggle. “I phoned their lawyer (Wil- 
liam Dennis).” Burke said. “and I told 
him I see where the NYRA is impartial 
by the tone of its ad. Well. I teld him. 
as long as you are impartial. then why 
not visitation rights for representatives of 
the union to the backstretch? Mr. Dennis 
replied, ‘I'll think about it.” 
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The Harness Horse Groom 


Lou DeFichy sought to determine whether a groom’s lot was any better, or 
worse, at Roosevelt Raceway than it was at Aqueduct, which recently was put 
under siege by the Teamsters. His basic discovery was that the Standardbred 
groom earned more—and worked a lot harder for it. 


New York. There is a big difference between a Standardbred groom and a 
Thoroughbred groom. 

The man who grooms trotters or pacers works a longer day, especially at 
tracks like Roosevelt or Yonkers, where there is racing nightly, and his work 
load is roughly twice that of the Thoroughbred groom. 

A typical man employed at Roosevelt Raceway by a modest stable earns an 
average of $70 a week plus $5 for each horse he sends to the post. If he has a 
winner his stake will be $20 to $50. At end of year he might get a bonus of. 
say, $350. But not all stables pay stakes, and not all provide year-end bonuses. 

The groom starts work at 5:30 or 6 a.m. He feeds, mucks out stalls, and 
jogs 2 horses. Most grooms jog their horses 3 to 4 miles each, prepping them 
before the trainer takes over. When the trainer finishes with each horse, the 
groom takes care of the cooling-out, which requires up to an hour. 

Morning chores are over by 11 a.m. He feeds his charges at noon, takes 
his own lunch. and returns at 1 p.m. to wash out tubs, water horses, wash band- 
ages. soap the elaborate gear, and wash and polish the bike and cart to which he 
has been assigned. 

At 4 p.m. he mucks out stalls again, feeds and waters, resets bandages, and 
cleans out tubs. A rest follows and supper. If the stable has a horse running 
that night he must return to the stable after dinner, and if he is unlucky enough 
to have a performer in the ninth race, he might be on the job until midnight. 

Most stables here do not employ night watchmen. The groom is held re- 
sponsible, since his sleeping quarters are in the barn. 

The Standardbred man. for all practical purposes, is groom, nightwatchman, 
hot-walker, exercise boy, assistant trainer. But there are compensations. 

Roosevelt Raceway, for example, offers a hospitalization plan (Blue Cross) 
underwritten by the track. It includes the employee and his family. At Thorough- 
bred tracks, insurance usually covers only the employee, and the coverage is 
limited. 

The Roosevelt hospitalization plan allows 70 full days and 180 half-days in 
hospitals. There is a $2,500 death benefit. 

Money to underwrite this policy comes from two-thirds of 1 per cent of the 
track’s share of the pari-mutuel handle, and averages about $4,000 a week. A 
welfare fund, administered by Joe Piccolo, has grown to $378.900 since 1958. The 
Raceway is planning to extend its coverage. 

Tack rooms. where grooms sleep, make inadequate dormitories, but they 
are reasonably comfortable. Three men usually occupy one room. Modern 
washroom and toilet facilities are kept fairly clean, and bowls are privately en- 
closed. \ 

The recreation room has a TV set and a few casual chairs. Nothing pre- 
tentious. 

A kitchen manager of our acquaintance said that Standardbred grooms nearly 
always seemed to have more money to spend than running-horse grooms. But. 
then. they worked harder.

Lawyers representing trainers and own- 
ers were frothing over insinuations made 
by Burke. 

Harry Rains. of Mineola, a labor law- 
ver of 20 years. said: “I made the first 
consent agreement. When my representa- 
tives are certified. I'll meet with them 
(the Union). The Unien hasn't played 
the game. They have filed blanket charges 
against all cases. I could have; there 
were a number of technical irregularities. 
In one instance they had Spanish- 
speaking observer. This was unfair. 


“You don’t have uniformity of action. 
As for Dennis taking control, there’s 
nothing further than the truth. The Union 
has bit off more than it can chew. They 
have used delaying tactics to keep the 
issue alive. It has been so on both sides, 


but I didn’t.” 


Peter Lambos. an attorney with the 
firm of Lorenz. Finn & Giardino, says 
comments by Burke, as quoted in The 
Blood-Horse, were preposterous.

An estimated 2.000 persons crowded 
into the spacious Bing Crosby Hall at 
Del Mar for the beginning of the 22nd 
annual summer sale of yearlings under 
the auspices of the California Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. The bidding 
they witnessed was in keeping with the 
unprecedented market already established 
at Keeneland and Saratoga.

The av- 
erage. $8.137, was 19.9 per cent higher 
than in 1960 and 14.3 per cent above the 
$7.118 average of 1958. the previous rec- 
ord for the CTBA summer sale.

Moody Jolley. who trained Nantallah for Edward 
B. Benjamin during the hors<’s brief 3-year-old 
campaign, called him “the fastest colt I ever han- 
dled.” A pulled tendon ended Nantallah’s promis- 
ing racing career early in 1956, and the following 
year his first book included Vestment, a mare of 
Benjemin’s breeding which holds the 6-furlong 
straight course world record of 1:0745, set at Bel- 
mont Park in 1954. Mt. Hope. the colt resulting 
from this mating, was sold to Jolley for $4,500 at 
the 1959 Keeneland fall yearling sales. Racing un- 
der the colors of John L. Greer, chairman of the 
board of Kern’s Bakery. of Knoxville. Tenn., Mt. 
Hope won his first start, at Hisleah Park in Janu- 
ary, 1960. At Keeneland in July, Greer paid $7.500 
for Rudoma. Mt. Hope’s yearling sister. Greer, Jol- 
ley, and Ernest H. Woods, of Birmingham, Ala.. 
bought the filly in partnership. The 3 partners also 
bought Ridan as a yearling, from T. M. Girdler. 
Both Rudoma and Ridan have done all their racing 
under the colors of Mrs. Moody Jolley, and they 
have been trained by the Jolley’s son Leroy. 


Rudoma won for a claiming price of $10,000 at 
Hialeah Park in January, and at Keeneland she 
en twice in claiming races, for $7,500 and $8,000.

Quill. one of the most successful race 
mares of recent years. was sold last week 
by Reginald N. Webster to E. V. Benja- 
min. E. V. Benjamin III. and the Jonabell 
Farm of Mr. and Mrs. John A. Bell III. 
The daughter of *Princequillo—Quick 
Touch. by Count Fleet. was to be taken 
out of training at once and sent to Jona- 
bell Farm. near Lexington. 

The price was not announced, but there 
could be little doubt that it was one of 
the highest ever laid out in recruiting a 
broodmare to a stud which breeds pri- 
marily for the yearling market. 

Bred and raced by Webster. Quill was 
a half-sister to 2 other high-class fillies. 
Sorceress and Capelet. Her granddam 
was the Pimlico Oaks winner Alms. half- 
sister to Twenty Grand. Quill was rec- 
koned the best 2-year-old filly of 1958, 
when she won the Matron Stakes and 
Gardenia Stakes and was beaten only 
twice in 8 starts. She raced 5 times at 
3. winning the Acorn and Mother Goose 
Stakes and finishing second to Resaca 
in the Coaching Club American Oaks. 
Her 4 victories last year included the 
New Castle Stakes and Delaware Handi- 
cap. and at the end of the year she was 
ranked second to Royal Native among 
the fillies in the Blood-Horse Handicap. 

With her 6 starts of 1961 included, 
Quill won 14 of her 26 races. was 4 times 
second. twice third. and earned $380.24]. 


Armageddon to Spendthrift Farm

toga that they had purchased from Max- 
well H. Gluck’s Elmendorf Farm a two- 
thirds interest in the 8-year-old Prince 
John. son of *Princequillo and the un- 
raced Count Fleet mare Not Afraid. sec- 
ond dam the good producer Banish Fear. 
dam of Cosmic Bomb. Fleet Rings. and 
others. 

Prince John. winner of the 1955 Gar- 
den State Stakes. did not race after his 
2-year-old season; early in December at 
Hialeah Park he broke a halter shank. 
ran away. and fractured a pedal bone. 
Prince John began stud service at Elmen- 
dorf Farm in 1957. He was to be moved 
across the road to Spendthrift Farm. 


32 Shares in Nantallah

Refulgent. now a 4-year-old. had his 
return run in a 7-furlong sprint at Eagle 
Farm. With the light weight of 114 
pounds and opposed by a very weak field. 
he had nothing to do. and he did it quite 
successfully. 

When weights were issued for the Caul- 
field Cup and Refulgent was let in 5 
pounds under weight for age. the stable 
moaned and criticised the handicapper. 
Despite their weeping. the bookmakers 
lost no time in putting him at the top of 
the Caulfield Cup quotes. and since his 
easy win they have slashed his price. 

Some race-goers declare that Refulgent. 
son of the Melbourne Cup winner Dalray 
end Chez Dior. will assume Tulloch’s 
mantle as Australia’s glamor horse. but 
he will need to do a greet deal more than 
win an easy sprint to go to the masthead. 

Sky High and Wenona Girl had their 
first clash as 4-year-olds in the Canter- 
bury Stakes. a 6-furlong weight-for-age 
event. and in a line-up of 5 they went out 
equal favorites at 5 to 4 against. Sky High 
(Star Kingdom—Flight’s Daughter) 
proved far too strong for the young mare.

of Golden Chariot. In their 8 meetings. 
each has finished ahead of the other 4 
times.

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BLACK TYPE And Its Meaning 


On the night of Thursday, August 10. 
when Winston Guest’s Tim Tam colt, first 
foal of the Tenerani mare *Rubina. was 
led into the sales ring at Saratoga, John 
M. S. Finney called to the attention of 
buyers a loose sheet which had been dis- 
tributed as a substitute for the catalogue 
page on Hip No. 159. The original pedi- 
gree and family notes had been prepared 
by the late Dave Morenberg. The substi- 
tute page was a revision made in the of- 
fices of The Blood-Horse, at the request 
of the consignor. 


Principal effect of the revision was to 
set the names of the first and second 
dams in black type. that is. to describe 
them as “stakes winners.” *Rubina’s 
name was set in boldface because she 
had won a race with a value of 1.000.000 
lire in first money. If the Premio Giu- 
bileo had been worth only 900.000 lire. 
she would not have been called a stakes 
winner. Her dam, Rosalba Bernini. on 
the other hand, qualified by winning the 
Premio Dormello. worth 800.000 lire— 
but that was in 1950. whereas *Rubina 
won the Premio Giubileo in 1956. 


Confusing? Perhaps we should explain 
how confusing it is. 

The Blood-Horse has compiled cata- 
logues for the Breeders’ Sales Company 
since it began operation in 1944. After 
the death of Dave Morenberg in May of 
this year. the magazine’s service depart- 
ment took over the cataloguing work for 
the Since the 
Breeders’ Sales Company recently was 
converted to the Fasig-Tipton style of 
using boldface type to indicate the names 
of “stakes winners” in the catalogue, buy- 
ers and sellers should know what the 
black type means. When they find out, 
we hope they will explain it to us. 

*Rubina and Rosalba Bernini were 
both good race mares. well above aver- 
age. but their designation as stakes win- 
ners was arbitrary. The designation of 
stakes winners in other countries is arbi- 
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trary. representing an attempt to accom- 
modate to American usage a term which 
has no meaning in other countries. 


We asked Dan Bowmar III, who has 
charge of cataloguing and pedigree work 
in the office. to explain the standards by 
which he and the sales companies had 
agreed to draw the line between light- 
face and boldface type. 


For racing in England, he brought a 
long list of races which were “stakes,” 
regardless of their value. Appended to 
the list was a set of monetary values to 
be used in determining whether other 
races were to qualify a horse for bold- 
face type. In 1927, for instance. if a 2- 
year-old won a handicap worth £550 or 
a weight-for-age race worth £610. he 
qualified for black type; so did an older 
horse if he won a handicap worth £675 
or a weight-for-age race worth £750. The 
qualifying values in each of these 4 cate- 
gories changed from year to year; each 
figure was calculated by adding 10 per 
cent to the average value of the non-sell- 
ing races in the category ... 


In France. the classics semi- 
classics. as listed in the Chronique du 
Turf, were taken, plus al! other races 
over a given value. The minimum in 1960 
was 12.000 new francs . . 


In Italy. the standard during most of 
the 1950°s was 1,000,000 lire to the win- 
ner. but 800.000 lire qualified a horse 
for black type if the race was run in 
1950, 1951. or 1952; that is. sometimes 
it did. 

In South American countries, all the 
clasicos were accepted as equivalent to 
stakes. and the especials at major tracks. 
The designation of the race usually sig- 
nifies its importance. 

As for other countries. “When they are 
in doubt. they bring the race to me and 
I try to determine if I think the race 
would fit into the top 10 or 15 per cent 
of races. If so. we take it... 


“This system leaves something to be 
desired.” 

What it leaves us to desire is something 
less positive than black type. Compilers 
of the catalogue are in no better state 
than the potato sorter who quit his job 
because he had to make all those deci- 
sions between large and small. The buy- 
er. if he is gullible at first, is likely to 
be cynical at last. The vendor, when he 
comes to consider the black type in a 
pedigree a symbol of importance. however 
specious it may be. falls into the very 
trap that has been set for the buyer: 
since black type seems to be important 
in itself, he buys foreign stock, not be- 
cause it is better, but because the black 
type is more frequent. Thus he discredits 
the stock he already has. 

The only reason black type is more 
common in foreign pedigrees is that low- 
er standards are used for foreign racing. 
In North America about 2 per cent of the 
races are stakes races. by definition. In 
other countries, the proportion of so- 
called stakes races is much higher. rang- 
ing up to a nebulous 10 or 15 per cent. 
The foreign pedigree looks better—to the 
uninformed—because it has more black 
type. 

Who gains from our sly self-deception? 
The foreign breeder and owner, of course. 
There is nothing wrong with this, except 
that it entails, through typography alone. 
an unnecessarily derogatory comparison 
with American pedigrees. 

The catalogue page is. in effect, the 
label of the product offered for sale. 
Horsemen find it difficult to believe that 
the best interests of buyer and seller alike 
would be served by making the label as 
straightforward and accurate as possible. 
despite the confirming experience in ether 
fields. But. having used—shall we say ?— 
misrepresentation to promote sales, 
the vendor must now accept the false 
standard for his own buying—foist with 
his own canard.
